DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 16, 
2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 27-49 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach or suggest using micron size agglomerates 
of the POS(S) chemical. Kirjavainen (WO 2001/19596) teaches forming a porous 
plastic film, but does not teach POSS as a filler for forming the pores. Instead, the fillers 
are taught to be calcium carbonate particles. Lee et al. (WO 2001/72885) teach that 
adding nanometer sized POSS can improve thermal properties and porosity of a 
polymer film, but does not teach or suggest using the filler in micron sized 
agglomerates. The POSS Molecules product literature similarly teaches the benefits of 
nanometer sized POSS particles. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
